eross the Atlantic on passenger liners ] meet numbers of people, and 
when it becomes known that I am'a “Titanic” survivor, they immediately 
ply me with every sort of question. One of the more frequent questions 
is: “Mo, were you really saved?"- (I have never learned quite how to’ 


answer this one). 


Or, “Did you hear ‘Nearer my God to Thee’?” and 


yet, another, “Was the water rough?” and “Were you cold?” “How many 
were saved?” “Were you frightened?” “You certainly were lucky.” 


Yes, | was indeed lucky to 
be saved. My loxses were 
only material while there 
wore #0 many who lost those 
whom they loved. I have 
crossed the Atluntic often 
since, nearly ao hundred 

times, but still 1 will not 
travel by ueroplane, Steam- 
ships and automobiles are 
my favourite males of 
transport.

In the half-century which 
has gone by since the 
“Titanic” disnster, many 
events of greater import- 
ance to the ,world have 
occurred, including — two 
great wars, and for many 
yeara my recollections of 
the’ tragedy had been more 
or leas dormant.

Rule Pointless 


Willsher, in’ common with 
many bowlers of his day, had 
eensidered the rule pointless. 

Afler long discussion, the 
ruling authorities of cricket, an- 
nounced on June 10, 1804, that 
ail restrictions “as to height of 
hond In delivery” werg 
tbolished, : 

Willsher, born at Rovenden, 
Kent, on November 22, 1823, 
started his cricket carcer at the 
age Of nine, 

He was the son of o farmer— 
youngest of 14 children, 

At the age. of 13, . Willsher, 
already showing promise as an 
all-round cricketer, was ‘invited 
te Play for the Gouldhutst Boys 


Eater, the Bearsted Cricket 
Club selected him to play re- 
gularly for its team, and he held 
his place until 1850.

Overlooks Airport — 


Now - 


A CELEBRATED and 
historic Chinesé 
stone known as Sung 
Wong Toi, which was 
moved from its original 
site during the building 
of Hongkong’s new in- 


ternational airport at- 


Kai Tak, now stands in 
the centre of a small 
public -garden at the’ 
junction of Tam Kung 
Road and Sung Wong 
Toi Road adjacent to the 
airport. : 

The stone is wu huge 
granite boulder on one face 
of which is inseribed the 
three characters ‘Sung ¢ 
Wong Toi” (literally trans- 
lated as the Terrace of a 
Susg Dynasty Emperor). 
This inscription is believed 
He more than 600 years 
old, 


In The Way 


The small hil on which the 
boulder orlginally stood ‘was in 
the way of the Kai Tak Airport 
development scheme lying more 
or less directly across the 
northern end of the new run- 
way, and in 1955 the Hongkong 
Government decided to pre- 
serve rock as another of 
the Colony's historic sites, 


RUSSIANS 


It was announced — that the 
stone would be preserved In an 
appropriate setting and that 
plans had been prepared and 
funds allocated: for the construc- 
tion of a garden, In which the 
inscribed portion of the stone 
would be placed, 


During the Japanese occupa- 
tion of the Colony in the Secord 
World War, the hdl] on which the 
stone stood was Largely demolish- 
ed and the boulder fteelf wos 
split into three party,

As the portion of the boulder 
bearing the inscription Itself 
weighed about 1,000 tons, mak- 
ing Ils removal extremely ame 
cult and costly, it was decided: to 
split the stone yet again and to 
re-erect St In the new public:

It is not known when pre- 
cisely the three large characters 
“Sung Wong Tol" were carved 
on. the huge” granite boulder, 
but they are belleved to be a
